A Letter From California. 


It is not easy for a person to form a correct 


idea of Southern California without visiting 
it, and even then a hasty tour, though instruc- 
tive, is apt to be misleading in many particu- 
lars, unless accompanied by the closest obser- 
vation and the most diligent Inquiry. 


It is a land of novelties, in topography, cli- 


mate, water, soil and products; it has its own 
peculiar character. There is a strange ming- 
ling of mountains and plains, hills and val- 
leys, gardens and deserts, and then unusual 
and Unexpected comblnationa are ever ready 
to interest the intelligent observer and to con- 
fuse th.e careless eight-seer. Climate and sea- 
sons are unlike anything In the Eastern states. 
The weather may bo said to "let one alone.' 
Physically put, It is always exciting wonder 
and study. Tho rivers have been aptly d»- 
scribed as "streams bottom side up." Even 
whenthn waters are not diverted for irrigat- 
ing purposes, their channels for a largo part 
of tho year are dry. Hidden streams are al- 
most always flowing through strata of sand 
and gravel beneath the dry water courses. 


Nature assumes many unusual phases In 


this stange land. Squirrels live in the ground 
and rats in trees; birds sing all winter and 
flowers are never out of blossom. Tbe forces 
of nature have no common season of rept, 
some taking a little sleep In summer, and oth- 
ers In winter. 


While the scml-troplc land differs from all 


other lands, it has perhaps more matktd differ- 
ence within Itself. Los Angeles county alone 
has far more variety In soil, climate and sce- 
nery than is found in an area of many times 
as large In the East: and It would not be \cry 
far from tlio truth to say that Its variety of 
actual products ii as K'tat as tbat Iu all the 
states bordering on the Atlantic. Neighbor- 
hoods not morn than lire miles apart differ 
widely in climate, toil, water suppl) ; people 
and their products lire frequently as diverse 
aa those of llhnolh aud Floridn. Paradena 
and El Monte are both In the San Gabriel Val- 
Ipy nnil not more than six miles apart, yet 
thty i.ro unlike In almost every particular, 
except sunsblno and the view of the moun- 
tain. Paradena is devoted to fruits. El Monte 
to general farming. Paradena Is "country in 
the city;" El Monte Is country straight. Par- 
adena Is composed of northern and eastern 
people; Bl Monte of southern and western. 


Indeed the entire country is much like Ja- 


cob's cattle, "ring-streaked, speckled and spot- 
ted." And as that feature was no detriment fo 
the cattle, eo It la nothing against the coun- 
try, but it Is a difficulty in the way «f describ- 
ing it to a stranger. 


Published letters concerning the country 


are abundant; some of them are excellent. 
All are probably honestly written, misleading 
nevertheless. Some are more gushes of admi- 
ration, and some are attempts at romance 
writing It is easy to say much about South- 
ern California, hut difficult to Bay It so aa to b* 
clearly undei stood. The most truthful things 
published at out the country are perhaps those 
written by tbe people who live here. Profes- 
sionals are apt to be vagiie 
Prom January to December tho weather is 
such that work can bo carried on out of doors 
with comfort all the year 'round. 1 here is In 
fact no sharply defined seasons. The great 
charm of the climate is its evenings. Spring, 
summorand winter blend Imperceptibly into 
each other, and all through the winter (lowers 
and fruits flourish luxuriously. There are in 
all perhaps about six or eight "spells" each 
year, ot one or two weeks duration, called 
"hot spells." These are usually In May, June, 
Septembnrand October. But then the cool- 
ness of tbe nights must be kept in mind, and 
the fact that these spells are sandwiched by 
long spells of even temperature in autumn 
and winter, tbe nights aud mornings are chilly 
and fires are pleasant 
The valleys near Los Angeles are favorite 
resorts for invalids afflicted with lung and 
throat diseases. I can conceive of no more 
delightful invalids home, for climate, scenery 
and society, than Paradena. the base of tbe 
Sierra Madro, about eight miles from Angeles. 
For nii'cs the settlement stretches along the 
base of the mountains embosomed in avenues 
of eucalyptus, Monterey cypress, Xxjmbardy 
poplar, pepper or walnut trees, and laid out 
In 6,10 or 2>acre lots, on which are cultivated, 
to the last pitch of perfection, oranges, olives, 
limes, lemons, almonds, figs, pears, peaches, 
apricots and walnuts-all .representing a 
growth of only seven years.

The two leading industries of the country 
perhaps »re orange growing and raisin mak- 
ing There is afascination tn the very name 
of "an orange grove," and to the newcomer 
who has made up bis mind back In his eastern 
home, an orange grove Is the dream of his 
fondest hope. And well It may be, for no 
more beautiful tree grows. Now the fruit Is 
green, or where It Is yellow It Is prematurely 
ripened. In the orchard of a friend, with 
whom I passed a few days, I saw several trees 
thef rultof which had nearly all turned araugo 
This with the light green of the new growth, 
mingled with the rich, dark, almost olive 
green of the old leaves, presented Indeed a 
lovely sight. The orange season docs not 
come on until February, although there will 
be much ripened fruit before that time. 
A vast majority of the grapes grown arc 
converted Into raisins. The friend above re- 
ferred to resides at the little city of Orange, 
and Is largely Interested In raisin making. He 
not only raises them, but buys ana packs and 
ships east a large share of the crop of the val- 
ley 
Th« process of raisin making Is ver> 
simple. 
The grapes are gathered, spread 
out on trays about a yard square, and left 
right out in the vineyard to dry. From two to 
three weeks are needed to dry them. If the 
rains do not dome on then, they are put loose- 
ly In boxes about the size of a cracker box and 
left Intbe packing house for a few days to 
sweat. They are vhen ready for packing an 1

raisin j leld of my friend s twenty acre vine- 
yard was about 1 OOOt.enty-pound boxes The 
profit from orangee per acre is much greaier.
